fight the house Monday morning rec­ 
ommended the passage of a bill re­ 
pealing the law prohibting the state 
prison management

competition with any industry in the 
state, as the free labor employed In 
such Industry. 
The law iii question is 
section 8, chapter 154, laws of 1895, 
and H. B. Vol I mer of Cottage Grove, 
near Stillwater, is the author of the 
repealing act. 
There was no objection when John 
Zelch 
of 
Washington 
offered 
to 
amend his bill 
giving the 
board of 
control authority to use not to exceed 
one-half the net proceeds of the peni­ 
tentiary to make it apply exclusively 
to binders, mowers and rakes. 
Orig­ 
inally the bill provided for agricultur­ 
al implements. 
The bill was recoin 
mended to pass. 
Gustav Erickson of Canby started 
an incipient row by moving that his 
bill, FL F. 13, be recalled 
from the 
committee on judiciary and placed on 
gen* ral 
orders. 
This measure 
in­ 
crease s the statutory value of a hu­ 
man 
life on 
account of 
death 
by 
wrongful acts from $5,000 to $10,000. 
All manufacturers 
and corporations 
generally are united 
in opposition, 
and there ii as been much speculation 
as to what would become of it. 
The 
measure was introduced on Jan. ll, 
referred on that day to the judiciary 
committee, and never again heard of 
until Monday. 
Mr. Erickson called attention to this 
omission and urged that

least discussed. L. IL Johnson moved 
that the bill be indefinitely postponed.

Minnesota Red Cross S o d d y 
It is proposed to form a Minnesota j 
branch of tho American National Red ; 
Cross Society, which has recently been 
j 
reorganized under United States gov­ 
ernment auspices. The formation of 
such state societies is being urged by 
the central society which is strong and 
well organized. On the twenty-second 
of August, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four, at Geneva, Switzerland, plenipo­ 
tentiaries representing Italy, 
Baden, 
Belgium, Denmark, 
Spain, Portugal, 
France, Prussia, Saxony, and Wurtem- 
berg arid tho Federal Council of Switz­ 
erland agreed upon ton articles of a 
treaty or convention for the purpose of 
mitigating the evils inseparable from war 
of ameliorating the condition of soldiers 
wounded on the Held of battle, and par 
ticularly providing, among other things, 
that persons employed in hospitals and 
in according relief to the sick and 
wounded, and supplies for this purpose, 
shall bo deemed neutral, and entitled 
to protection; and that a distinctive and 
uniform flag shall be adopted for hospi­ 
tals and ambulances and convoys of sick 
and wounded and an army badge for 
individuals neutralized; and this treaty 
has been ratified by all of said nations 
and by others subsequently, to the num­ 
ber of forty-three or more, including tho 
United States of America. 
By action of tho senate and house of 
representatives this association was re­ 
cently formed, Mr. Daniel R. Noyes rep­ 
resenting Minnesota in this very impor- 
| tant matter. 
All persons interested in the forma­ 
tion of such a society will please signify 
it by communicating with Mr. Noyes at 
as early a date as possible, lf a gener­ 
ous pledge of interest and support is 
thus secured, a Minnesota branch will 
be formed whose business it will be to 
see that supplies are provided, that 
nurses and other assistants are enlisted 
and the society made ready for any con­ 
tingency at home or abroad which de­ 
mands their service. Tho dues will be 
small, probably 
only $1.00 
a year, 
but a general and generous support of 
the movement is necessary before deti 
nite steps are taken toward organiza 
tion.
